After continued discussion in which 
Mr. Anderson was firm in his deci¬ 
sion that much time was wasted, I 
was forced to give up the May Day 
features, and turned the discu.ssion 
upon the athletic sports given in the 
afternoon.

I am forced to reply to a statement 
made by the school trustees relative I 
to May Day which appeared Ln the| 
last issue of the Sierra Madre News., 

The public is entitled to hear both j 
sides of the story. I heartily agree! 
\/ith the very sensible editorial which i 
appeared in the same issue, namely | 
tliat the facts should be given instead 
of rumor. 

The article in question is misleading 
and contrary to facts in the case, in¬ 
deed tlie facts aie few and far be¬ 
tween. Extracts from it are: “The 
board wishes to make the public an¬ 
nouncement that there has never been 
any thought in the mind of the board 
that the usual exercises would nut 
take place. On the contrary, for 
several weeks, the board has been 
consulting with the principal of the 
school for the very purpose and has 
been glad to give any service and 
assistance in its power.” 

The i-eal facts in the case are: The 
board being in session culled me into 
the meeting and informed me that 
they could not grunt my request for 
the customary visiting day for 
teacher.-i or my request for the forty 
dollars to meet the expen.ses of May 
Day on the grouiuls that it would be 
establishing a precedent. Dean Shaw 
us spokesman for the board, also in¬ 
formed me that Mr. Anderson object¬ 
ed to grunting the day because the re- 
. heur.suls took up too much lime from 
the children’s studies. Being keenly 
disappointed and recalling Dean 
Shaw's very eulogistic address made at 
the school during la.st May Day ex¬ 
ercises, in which he .said that he would 
i petition the Mayor to declare the day 
to be a permanent town holiday, and 
I that the stores would be asked to close 
: in honor of the occasion, 1 made a 
strong plea for the Day. I told them 
that their opposition was i-eactionury; 
that the day was necessary to create 
school spirit; that it was needed to 
arouse enthusiasm for athletics; that 
our tine attendance atal school spirit 
was not gotten by the “daily grind" 

! of lessons, but by the special occa¬ 
sions which made school life interest- 


With a cold chi.sel and hammer as 1 
tools a bold thief smashed the dial , 
and lock of the Blinn Lumber com-! 
pany’s safe and escaped with $30 in ! 
cash and a box of ciiecks, drafts and j 
otlier valuable notes.

The robbery was discovered by 
Prentice Buie, an employee of the con¬ 
cern, early Monday morning.

A small steel box iii which 
ihe papers were secured was also 
found by officers Harold Btanton and 
Adam Mueller. 

Entrance into the company’s office 
where the safe was located was made 
through a side window. A finger 
print expert from Pasadena wa.s called 
to the .scene, but was unable to get a 
clear pictui-e of the thief’s haml. 

The burglar was probably ac- 
companieil by an assistant and used 
a machine, tfie police declare. 


Gravity water, pumped water, fire 
water and fireworks might summarize 
the proceedings at the meeting of the 
city trustees last night. The fire¬ 
works were temperamental with a sus¬ 
picion of firewater for incidental ef¬ 
fects. 

On the whole, there was a great 
deal of cunversatioti and very little 
accompli.shinent. Several people 
thought several other pe^iple didn’t 
know anything about several thinag 
and said .so quite frankly. 

When the proposition of a i-eservoir 
at the foot of the Quarter-Way line 
came up. Engineer Gierlich’a estimate 
fur reservoir, pipe lines, pumping 
equipment, etc., was about $20,000. 
That started consideration of other 
possible plans of getting a dependable 
water supply on the high areas con¬ 
cerned. A temporary reservoir tank 
was proposed, as well as a comprehen¬ 
sive survey of all the needs of the wa¬ 
ter system, both for development and 
distribution. After wandering far 
afield and getting all mixed up with 
personalities and profanity, the matter 
was finally referred to the water com¬ 
mittee for further investigation. 

Furetrf Fire Guard 

In respun.se to a communication 
from .Supei-vLsor Charlton the board 
voted for the u.sual plan of sharing 
the expen.se of a fire guard with the 
federal forest seivice, the city to pay 
$70 monthly for five months.

The re.signation of Mrs. Harold F. 
Roberts as municipal nurse was re¬ 
ceived. Ajtplication of Mrs. Young 
and Mrs. Baker were received and re¬ 
ferred to a committee for recommen¬ 
dation. 

T. M. Sherman wa.s gianted release 
from an easement for pipe line right 
of way across his property at 273 E. 
Alcgria, the pipe line having been out 
of use .several years. 

C. F. Farmer asked relief from the 
noise of dugs kept near his home 
which he said bothered his sick daugh¬ 
ter. The board instructed the marshal 
to have the condition corrected, with 
the alternaive of passing a prohibiive 
ordinance.

These are the week’s developments 
in the .sanitarium situation, 'i'hey seem 
to dispose effectually of the inuiiediate 
cause of controversy, namely, the op- j 
eration of the sanitarium near the city 
reservoir and in close proximity to ' 
various high class residence proper-' 
ties. 

Improvements Planned 

George M. Anderson, business man¬ 
ager, said la.st night, work would be 
started at once on an admini.stration 
building to occupy the site of the ori¬ 
ginal sanitarium building which was 
burned about a year ago. It will be 
in the form of a log cabin, about 50 
by 100 feet, artistic in style and ar¬ 
rangement. Hospital units will al.so 
be started at once, consisting of two- 
apartment bungalows, modern and 
substantial in cun.structiun . 

Speaking of the purchase of the pro¬ 
perty, Attorney F. D. K. Moote of tire 
firm of Moote & Patterson who han¬ 
dled the legal business of the sani¬ 
tarium said: 

“When the parties composing the 
Snyder Sanitarium learned that there 
would be u{)po.sitiun to their enter¬ 
prise Ln its proposed first locution, 
they set about to find a location out¬ 
side the restricted district. Prices at 
once doubled and trebled. When the 
owners learned that the.se men intend¬ 
ed to stand pat, prices began dropping 
toward normal. 

“They looked at properly ea.st of 
the Little Santa Anita but found 
nothing available in reach of light, 
gas or water. Mr. Lyman Gage, own¬ 
er of the place known as Mt. Tara, 
has been negotiating with our clients 
almost since their arrival and finally 
made a satisfactory price. They are 
moving today. Hence, so far us our 
clients are concerned, their is no nec¬ 
essity for continuing any action for a 
writ of mandate against the city.” 

As part of the deal The Snyder San¬ 
itarium Co., has exchanged the former 
Ragsdale ranch to Prince John J. 
Windsor for his equity in the Mt. Tara 
property. The prince has already 
taken possession. 


discu.ssed at a subsequent faculty 
meeting, the teachers were unanimous 
in the opinion that nothing could be 
substituted for the May Day features 
that would meet the expectations of 
the patrons.

County Farm Bureau has decided to 
make the securing of such an insti¬ 
tution for Southern California one of 
its major projects for the next two | 
years. The matter was passed on fa-: 
vorably by a unanimous vote of thi

Power Plant 
Starts Todayj 


New Electric Giant of the West 


BRICE ACADEMY 


“Building of the largest water pow¬ 
er electric generating house west of 
Niagra Falls was commenced this 
morning by the Southern California 
Edison Company," said district mana¬ 
ger. Fred Schwartz today. He had 
just received a message from R. H. 
Ballard, vice-president and general 
manager, notifying him that 100,000 
horsepower would be .shortly avail¬ 
able from this great con.struction pro¬ 
gram, insuring an ample supply of 
electric power for all purposes for Si¬ 
erra Madre and vicinity and through¬ 
out the entire territory served by the 
company. 

“This power house,” said District 
Manager Schwartz, "will be the 
fourth of the chain of Edi.son compatiy 
power houses on its Big Creek-San 
Joaquin River project and is the first 
to be constructed on the main channel 
of the San Joaquin River far down the 
canyon and will receive its water sup¬ 
ply by diverting the river through a 
tunnel nearly six miles long and twen¬ 
ty-one feet in diameter, now nearing 
completion, which is part of the eigh¬ 
ty-six miles of tunnel system contem¬ 
plated in this development project. 
The first 33,000 horsepower generat¬ 
ing unit will come into operation about 
August 1st, and will be followed by 
the second unit about September 1,; 
and it is expected that he enire plant 
with 100,000 hor.sepower capacity will 
be completed anil the power placed on 
the lines by October 1. 

"This power will be transmitted for 
distribution over the first commercial- ' 
ly operated transmission line operat¬ 
ing at 220,000 volts, the highest volt¬ 
age ever used for transmission in the 
world, and over a line of 240 miles, i 
terminating near Los Angeles, e.stab- 
lishing a new world’s record in the 
long distance transmission of elec¬ 
tric energy. 

"The capacity of this plant will be 
equal to about one-half the maximum 
demand for light, power and railway 
requirements in the entire city of Los 
Angeles, with a population estimated 
at 860,000. It will increase by one- 
fourth the present water power and 
steam generating capacity of the en-

miles in length, the longe.st tunnel in 
the West, the great watersheils which 
lie between the Kaiser Range and the 
Minaret Range in the High Sierra.s, 
having an area about the size of the 
Hawaiian Islands, will be tapped and 
their water flow from the melting 
.snows will reach the generators of 
this new plant at a fall from Mt. Hil- 
gard, the highest summit, a drop of 
over eleven thousand feet or more 
than two miles of perpendicular drop. 

After they have passed through the 
turbines of this plant, they will return 
undiminished into the San Joaquin 
river in an even flow to Irrigate the 
lands of the valley beneath, flood dam- 
ange and waste of water being com¬ 
pletely eliminated. 

“The building of the superstructure, 
which was commenced today, is the 
final step in two years of preliminary 
work, which required cutting a road 
from the face of the precipice above 


the principal electric demands in the 
counties of Los Angeles, Fresno, 
kings, Tulare, Kern, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, Orange, San Bernardino and 
River.side, with a total population of 
over a million and a half. 

“Sierra Madre, Los Angeles and over 
260 other cities, towns and interven¬ 
ing rural communities will receive an 
ample supply of electric energy from 
this titanic source of power to meet 
all their demands for house and street 
lighting, agricultural development and 
for factories for some time to come. 

“The power which will be ilerived 
from this new electric giant of the 
West will be sufficient to bring under 
cultivation 130,000 acres of semi-arid 
agricultural land and to propel 600 
factories, which, according to accepteil 
.statistics, will give employment to 
40,000 workers. 

“With the completion of the great 
Florence Lake tunnel, over thirteen 


the San Joaquin river, which was one 
of the most daring pieces of construc¬ 
tion work of the period; the boring of 
si.x miles of tunnel, the construction 
of a new dam across the San Joaquin 
river and the hauling of 82,000 tons of 
inatterial for building the foundations 
and ba.se for the powerhouse, which 
will be of .structural steel and con¬ 
crete and along the most improved 
lines of modern construction. Tliis 
pow'erhouse will be built in record 
time, the actual construction work not 
to continue over 141 days. Mr. George 
C. Ward, vice-president in charge of 
con.struction, this morning stood on 
llie brink of the canyon overlooking 
the new powerhouse, where the pi'es- 
sure mains drop the water at a head 
of 866 feet on the turbines, and 
watched the first girder of the .super¬ 
structure swung into place by the 
great electric crane. In his teleplione 
message to me today, Mr. Ballard said 
he had just received a wire from Mr. 
Ward, which read: ‘We will bring in 
the biggest powerhou.se in the West in 
about one-half the time that any other 
powerhouse was ever constructed’.”

April 21, the completion of the San 
Dimas aind Live Oak Canyon dams will 
be celebrated with a gathering of in¬ 
terested persons at a basket picnic at 
the foot of San Dimas dam. This 
festal function is called for 1 o’clock, 
and seats, tables, and coffee will be 
provided for it. After the lunch, a 
brief program, appropriate to the day, 
will be given, and then the company 
will be shown the Live Oak canyon 
dam, and from that point will be tak¬ 
en to the hill region south of the town 
of San Dimas, where the basin and 
damsite of the Puddingstone canyon 
re.servoir projected by the Flood con¬ 
trol, will lie outspread like an open 
book, along with the wide stretch of 
rich country that it is proposed to ir¬ 
rigate from this con.served water. The 
Puddingstone reservoir is the second 
unit of a great irrigation system of 
which the San Dimas dam, and other 
like works, are the first unit. All this 
naturally designed system can be seen 
here from one point of view, and its 
contempldtion is bound to be interest¬ 
ing. 

The city and county officials of Los 
Angeles, with delegations from cham¬ 
bers of commerce, city councils, busi¬ 
ness men’s clubs, well and water com¬ 
panies, packing associations and fruit 
exchanges, and numerous other organ¬ 
izations, from Ontario to Van Nuys, 
are expected in official cars that bear 
placards with the name and home 
town of each. All persons in and 
about Sierra Madre who wish to at¬ 
tend are welcome, and especially all 
organizations that will send such of¬ 
ficial delegations. The route to the 
dam is signed all the way from San 
Dimas, and easily found. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre should be well represented.

AT SAN DIMAS 


Water Conaervation Projects Will Be 
Viewed at All-Day Meeting on 
April 21 


Flood control has been a problem of 
great interest in this county within re¬ 
cent years. The Devil’s Gate dam in 
Pasadena was the first large work of 
this kind constructed by the county. It 
has been followed by the construction 
of the big flood control dam in San 
Dimas canyon, and the smaller one in 
Live Oak canyon, a few miles east of 
San Dimas. With these three large 
flood control dams on the job three 
valable districts of this high-value 
county are now safe from flood dam¬ 
age. 

But on the heels of this matter of 
flood control, which is now practically 
settled question, comes the sister prob¬ 
lem—the conservation of flood waters 
for u.se in irrigation. Naturally these 
two questions travel hand in hand. 
Flood waters disarmed should mean 
irrigation water saved for useful pur¬ 
poses. However, up to this time the 
joint solution of these two problems 
has not been made. We have flood 
check dams, and we have water stor¬ 
age dams, but nowhere do we have a 
storage dam that operates in conjunc¬ 
tion with a flood control project. 

In this connection a most interesting 
day has been arranged by the people 
of San Dimas and neighboring towns 
in the upper San Gabriel valley, with 
the approval of the Flood control and 
the County supervisors. On Saturday,
